The drought 
which prevailed over the state since 
May 25th, and threatened to damage the 
crops, was broken by copious rains on 
the IGthmnd 17th, which, while below a 
seasonable amount, appear to have been 
well distributed, and will] prove of great 
benefit to all vegetation. Wheat ap- 
pears to have suffered but little from 
the drought. In a few sections, where 
planted on poor land, Che straw is firing, 
and likely to cause shriveled wheat. The 
harvesting of this crop is now in pro- 
gress in the southern counties, and the 
yield and quality is reported good, 
The correspondent from Hardin county 
says, "the 
quality 
of 
the 
wheat 


is-*very fine, the - best since 1891." 
Chinch bugs and fly are damaging 
this crop in many of the central and 
southern counties. In tbe central coun- 
ties harvesting will begin the coming 
wee. 
Oats have suffered 
from the 


drought, and it IB feared the yield will 
be much below an average. In some 
counties, however, they are reported in 
fine condition. Notwithstanding the ab- 
sence of rain, corn is holding its own, 
is advancing well, of good col&r and will 
be greatly beaefitted by the recent rains. 
Rye is maturing rapidly and will soon be 
ready to cut. Clover hay making is 
practically completed in the southern 
division, and is in progress in some of 
the central counties. This crop will be 
light. Meadows, generally, have been 
injuriously affected by the drought, and 
the hay crop will be less than was ei- 
dected. Pastures are generally reported 
in poor condition. GaMens and pota- 
toes will be greatly beaefitted by the 
late rains. ___

What the Strike Han Cost. 


PITTSBURO, PA., June 18.—A woil-in 


formed authority in the coal business 
estimates that the coal strike in this 
district has cast the miners in wages 
$1,800,000, taking it for granted that the 
normal output of tbe region had been 
maintained. In proportion to the gen- 
eral output this district mined about 
one-sixth of the cool dug in the area af- 
fected by the strike. With a reasonable 
proportion between the prices said in 
this and other districts, the loss in wages 
alone, says the same authority, would 
be over $10,000,000.

Union Miners Scara OS* Willing 


Workers from the Shafts. 


"lie Sit«»*lon Elsewhere—Tl»« Trouble Be- 
coming Mure Complicated at IMflTerent 
Point*.

made it convenient this morning to lie 
near the new coal shaft, keeping an eje 
out for anybody who might want to go

one appeared to go down to dig coal.

Con- 
sequently there was no coal lifted to- 
day,

request for deputies was not made. 


The company appears to have adopted 


a position of indifference in the matter, 
and will probably be able to keep the 
property inactive as long as the miners 
may wish to remain idle. It looks like 
a game of freeze-out, with no semblance 
of yielding on either side. In the mean 
;ime coal from other points will soon be 
da sale in Decatur, and the company 
and the men will lose money and profit. 


THKOrOH DECATUIt AGAIN. 


Thp Seventh Regiment, I. N. O., or- 


dered back from 
Mt. Olive to Chi- 


cago, passed through the city this morn- 
ing about 4 o'clock. Landlord Taggart, 
of the Central House, received a tele- 
gram shortlv after three o'clock this 
morning to have 50 gallons of coffee 
icady for delivery on the train when 
they pulled into Decatur. Forty min- 
utes after the order was received tho 
andlord had the 50 gallons of coffee 
made and distributed into vessels to be 
carried on to the train. It was very 
quick work and was greatly appreciated 
oy the tired employes of the state. 


WARM TIMES AT MT. OLIVE. 


MT. OLIVE, 111.. June 19.—This was a 


aryirig afternoon for tho boys of the Sev- 
enth regiment. They had to cope, once 
more, with a mob of angry, hysterical 
women; but they dispersed it without 
iring a shot and without injury to any- 
one. 
The deputy sheriffs and United 


States marshals also had an exciting 
time. Shortly before noon word was 
received that the strikers were moving 
in email groups along the highways. 
Officers at once started in pursuit and it 
was not long before they caught sight 
of three anarchists. When the men re- 
fused to halt, the officers opened fire. 
They strung along for half a mile, firing 
as they fan. Their aim was poor, how- 
ever, and no one was injured. The 
skirmish was kept up nearly an hour 
and fifteen fugitives were captured. 


LINCOLN OPERATIVES DETERMINED. 


LINCOLN, ILL., June 19.—The miners 


employed by the two companies here 
iieid a conference this afternoon, and 
appointed "committees to wait on the 
operators and consult over the scale of 
wages and when they should resume 
work. Both companies offer immediate 
work at the same terms ae when the 
miners quit work. The offer is rejected, 
and the miners are prepared to stay out 
until enow flies, few, if any, favoring; to 
go to work for anything less than the 
Springfield schedule. 


IN THE DANVILLE DISTRICT. 


DANVILLE, ILL., June 19.— The miners 


to-day agreed to permit the small bank 
mine operators to mine coal for delivery 
in the city of Danville, and on the ex- 
press promise of the operators not to 
ship any coal. The scale was 60c for 
screened coal, 48c for mine run, shovel- 
ers $1.75 per day, sledgers $2.00 a day 
Mining has not been resumed at any o) 
the big mines where coal is shipped 
The operators are firm in refusing to 
pay over 50c, which is a 5c cut. The 
miners demand 60c. There is a good 
prospect for the 1400 miners in this vi- 
cinity remaining idle all summer.

Another hour's chase, 
and this time the animals were thrown 
down, trussed np like turkeys for the 
baking, and tied to pasts, where tbejr 
lay to kick and bellow the night 
throcg-h in impotent rage. The punch- 
ers coiled their ropes, lit their cigar- 
ettes and rode off in the gathering 
frloom. The morning following the 
steers were let up, nd though wet and 
chilled, they still roared defiance. For 
agricultural purposes a Mexican "stag" 
would be as valuable as a rhinoceros or 
a Bengal tiger, and I await with inter- 
est the report of the death rate at the 
Casa Camadfa. during- spring plowing1.

Milan POCM u a Patriot. 


The frugal Servians just now are torn 


cy conHichug emotions. King Alexander 
and his erratic, disreputable father have 
mjanaged between them to alienate what 
httle love bad boon left in Servia for the 
Obrenovitsch dynasty, and if the Kara- 
geor^vltch pretenders were reasonably 
«*M*rtable and fairly disinterested they 
conHl obtain the throne without mucli 
difficulty. Eat Prince Arsene and Prince 
Peter are, in their way, not much to be 
preferred to ex-King Milan and his son. 
They aro ambitious, autocratic, extrava- 
gant and heavily in debt, and their morals 
will not beer severe scrutiny. 


They aro surrounded by impecunious 


Russian nobles and loose peoole of both 
•exes, all of whom will have to be lib- 
erally provided for in the event of the 
Karageorgevitch restoration out of the 
national treasury, and, to crown their 
disadvantages in the eyes of the Servian 
farmer*, tlwy claim the retrocession to 
them of tho enormous estates which 
were formerly the private property of 
their house, and which were confiscated 
to the state when the head of the Kara- 
georgevitch family was assassinated and 
all his relatives were kicked out of the 
country. 


On the whole, therefore, Arsene and 


Peter would be more expensive than Mi- 
lan and Alexander. As the question is 
mainly one of money, the latter will in 
all probability remain in Belgrade, the 
establishment of a republic being entire- 
ly ont of the qnebtion. Meanwhile Mi- 
lan poses as a patriot. He pines for Pans 
and its snpreme dehghts, which it is im- 
possible to enjoy in semibarbarous Bel- 
grade, but a stern sense of duty keeps 
him at his son's side. Privately he is 
haggling with the-ministers as to tho sum 
which shall be paid him to clear out. He 
has hinted that if his price bo not paid 
he will have himself appointed general- 
ibsimo and inspector of the army und set- 
tle permanently in th e country. Tbe ap- 
palling prospect thus opened is likely 
materially to hasten a settlement.—Bel- 
grade Letter.
